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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Remarks 

The response filed September 18, 2006 presents remarks and arguments to the 
office action mailed July 14, 2006. Applicants' request for reconsideration of the 
rejection of claims in the last office action has been considered. 

Applicants 1 arguments, filed, have been fully considered but they are not deemed 
to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either 
reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to 
the instant application. 

Claim 

608.01 (m) [R-3] The claim or claims must commence on a separate physical 
sheet or electronic page and should appear after the detailed description of the 
invention. Any sheet including a claim or portion of a claim may not contain any other 
parts of the application or other material. (37 CFR 1 .75(i)). 

Status of claims 

Claims 1-2, 18, 19, 25 and 31-32 are pending. 

Explanation as to why the Examiner w ithdrew claims 2-19, 21-24 and 31-34 as drawn to 
a non- elected specie. Claims 2-19 would have resulted in a specie other than the 
elected specie by Applicants. A specific compound was elected, with specific 
substituents, which would have been distinct from the species of claims 2-19 and 21-24 
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compound elected.. The claims 31-34 were withdrawn as they depended on a non- 
elected specie. 

Maintained Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-2, 18, 19, 25 and 31-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and use the invention. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Four 
pertinent wands factor have been applied below. 

Applicant argues that using one cell line is enough to substantiate angiogenesis 
or cancer. 

In response, this is unpersuasive because the term angiogenesis is very broad 
Applicant has not shown how the use compound of formula la or II will inhibit the 
different forms of angiogenesis, or extrapolate showing a wide variation of angiogenesis 
are inhibited with only one type of mechanism. For example, there are several types of 
angiogenesis: (i) Sprouting Angiogenesis this type of angiogenesis occurs in epithelium 
cells wherein the cells escape from the original (parent) vessel walls into neiboring 
vessels, (ii) Intussusceptive Angiogenesis this type vessel formation, the capillary wall 
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extends into the lumen to split a single vessel in two and in different stages, (iii) 
Mechanical Stimulation, (iv) Chemical Stimulation which is divided into two VEGF and 
MMP (matrix metalloproteinase). Thus as shown there are various mechinsm that 
operates angiogenesis. 

Examiner suggests if Applicant is claiming cancer the types of cancer should be clearly 
stated and not given in its broadest term. 

Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive and the rejection of record is maintained, (see above reasons).
